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Car Racks Over Victim 
Greenfield Man Killed After Wild Chase 


A wild chase around Rush 
County early 
Tuesday 
night 
ended in an accident which 
claimed Indiana’s 442nd traffic 
victim for 1975. 
Donald Stahl, 36, 319 South 
Pennsylvania Street, G reen­ 
field, died when he was run over 
by a car after State Trooper 
Robert Cooley stopped the 
vehicle along a street in Car­ 
thage. 
The driver. Virgil L. Kilgore, 
29, Box 409 Carthage, is in jail 
today charged with involuntary 
manslaughter, fleeing a police 
officer, speeding, driving under 
the influence, reckless driving, 
and disregarding numerous stop 
signs. 
Authorities said a chase in­ 
volving the car had originated in 
the same community about a 
half hour before Stahl was killed 
when the vehicle backed over 
him. 
According to Cooley, the 
Knightstown Police Department 
and the Carthage Town Mar­ 
shall were in pursuit of the 
Kilgore car when Cooley ob­ 
served the car at CR 600N and 
the Carthage-Arlington Road. 
Trooper Cooley pursued the 
car west on CR 600N into Shelby 
County to the Morristown Pike 
then north into Hancock County 
then back east to the Rush- 
Hancock County line then back 
north to the Walnut Ridge Road. 
They then went east on the 
Walnut Ridge Road to the Blue 
River Bridge, where a police 
road block had been set up. 
The car, however, ran 
the 
road block and went on into 
Carthage, north on Main Street 
to 5th Street. 
At this time, the driver of the 


car attempted a left turn when it 
was hit in the left rear fender by 
Trooper Cooley’s car, spinning 
it around. 
The car was then stopped and 
Cooley approached the driver. 
At the same time, four other 
occupants of the car fled the 
vehicle on foot. Cooley was able, 
however, to keep the driver in 


the car by holding him by the 
arm. 
When the driver suddenly 
backed the car in another a t­ 
tempt to evade the officer, it 
was reported the vehicle backed 
over Stahl, one of the four oc­ 
cupants who were said to have 
fled on foot. 
While officers were attending 


to the victim who had been run 
over, 
Kilgore 
reportedly 
again attempted to flee, but was 
apprehended about a block from 
the scene by Trooper Cooley. 
Other units then arrived 
at 
the scene and the driver was 
secured. 
Two of the men who fled, Joe 
L. Kilgore, 20, Box 409 Car­ 


thage, and his brother, Vernon 
A. Kilgore, 16, R. I Vanceburg, 
Kentucky, were apprehended 
about a block away. 
Norman Stahl, 33, 415 Silbey 
Street, Hammond, a brother to 
the dead man, was also ap­ 
prehended by Trooper Cooley. 
Donald Stahl was brought to 
the emergency room of Rush 


Memorial Hospital, where he 
was pronounced dead on arrival

He also discussed results of dye 
tests in sewage surveys con­ 
ducted in areas near Rushville 
and pointed out the need for 
solutions to existing problems. 
It was mentioned that nearly all 
septic systems in this area have

In view of the widespread 
difficulties with septic systems 
throughout the county, but

Sanitarian Kent Bickell. who 
attended the course, reported

You may thank your fellow Rush Count tans who 
have been generous in donating their blood 
If you receive a transfusion in our local hospital, the 
staff of the hospital will complete the necessary forms for 
you. If you receive blood in any other hospital, you. or a 
friend or relative, should call Mrs Davis Kills or M rs 
Lowell Higgins They w ill fill out a requisition form and 
mail it to the Blood Center for you 
We have 21.000 people in Rush County and this m eans 
we must collect 1,000 pints of blood each year to be a part 
of the Central Indiana Regional Blood Bank 
Our 
collecting year begins in March since we had our first 
blood draw in March of 1974 We have 153 pints of blood 
which we collected in our first blood draw in April of this 
year This means we must get another 847 by March of 
next year 
Our local hospital receives a shipment of blood each 
week from the blood bank in Indianapolis This shipment 
is based on the amount usually used by our hospital in one 
week's time. This is part of our use of blood The other 
comes when we requisition blood for patients from Rush 
County who receive transfusions in other hospitals. 
We hope to draw 225 pints of blood in our next draw,

W alter F. M ondale, D-Minn., the deduction allowed for 
state and local tax paym ents, not including property and 
gasoline taxes, was the g overnm ent’s greatest single 
money “ loser." It “ cost” the Treasury $7 billion last fiscal 
year.

m erely redistributing it (one m a n ’s deduction is another 
m an s preferential provision). 


Actually, you could say that the governm ent “ lost" 
upw ards of a trillion dollars last year. This is the total 
value of all the 
goods 
and 
services 
produced 
by 
A m ericans, which the governm ent did not confiscate. 


Mondale’s purpose in releasing the study, of course, 
was to show how the tax laws benefit the upper-incom e 
fellow. 


If there w ere no deductions of any kind in the revenue 
code, alm ost a fourth of that $58.2 billion Uncle Sam would 
have collected last year would have com e from people 
with incomes over $50,000, who represent only 1.2 per cent 
of all taxpayers. Only about a sixth of it would have com e 
from people with incomes of $10,000 or less, who constitute 
46 9 per cent of all taxpayers. 


Now this m a y or m ay not be a terrible thing, and it m ay 
or m ay not be defensible. But until such tim e as we have a 
system in this country in which the governm ent does own 
everything, in which case the private citizen’s gain 
would indeed be the b u re a u c ra t’s loss, it rem ains inac­ 
cu ra te to speak of the governm ent “ losing” anything.

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Scientist Warns Youth 
Russia Will Take Over

LIVERMORE,Calif. (UPI) - 
Dr. Edward Teller is the so­ 
called “Father of the H-Bomb” 
—a label he hates. But from the 
pedestal of that fam e, he has 
over the years involved himself 
in controversy over the pace — 
and direction —of science in the 
United States vs. Russia. 
M onday, 
the 
67-year-old 
bushy-browed researcher reti­ 
red, and m ade it clear nothing 
has changed. He said Russia 
“will control the future” if 
A m erica’s youth abandons its 
interest in science. 
Teller stepped down from the 
University of California and the 
Lawrence research facility, a 
leader in world nuclear re­ 
search. But he left no doubt he 
will continue his controversial 
and outspoken opinions. 
This time, he said the quality 
of young scientists “has de­ 
clined to a catastrophic degree. 
“What young m an wants to 
go today into a field that is 
considered 
irrelevant 
by 
so 
many people?” he continued. 


“The turning away of public 
sentim ent 
against 
scientists, 
particularly among the young, 
cannot help to have an effect on 
the ultim ate product.” 
T eller also attack ed p o liti­ 
cians 
who 
fail 
to 
support 
program s 
to 
increase 
the 
nation’s energy supply. 
“The Russians have not been 
stopped 
by 
the 
cutting 
of 
appropriations,” he said. He 
added that “if Russia continues 
to go ahead while 
we are 
involved in philisophical discus­ 
sions, 
they will control 
the 
future.” 
Teller received congratulato­ 
ry m essag es from P resid en t 
Ford, Vice P resid en t Nelson 
Rockefeller and Defense Secre­ 
tary Jam es Schlesinger. 
Ford’s letter praised Teller’s 
“unshakable 
belief 
in in­ 
dividualism, progress and tech­ 
nical advancem ent.” 
The Hungarian-born Teller, 
who fled Hitler s Germany in 
1934, 
said 
the 
country 
is 
approaching a period worse 
than the 1930s in its potential 


threat of war and problems in 
the areas of energy and food. 
He grum bled that “too many 
young people, and many of the 
rest of us, have been spoiled.” 
Teller 
is 
no 
stranger 
to 
controversy. 
He opposed the 1963 nuclear 
test ban treaty with Russia, 
saying it was not a 
“step 
toward peace but a step away 
from safety and possibly a step 
toward w ar.” 
He said he would claim credit 
for the H-bomb only in that he 
alw ays believed it could be 
developed despite the doubts of 
colleagues. 
“ I find m yself unhappily in a 
situation of being given certain­ 
ly too much credit and perhaps 
too much blam e,” he said. 
He once said that if the 
nation did not have a m ass 
bomb shelter program , “it will 
be 
the 
end 
of 
the 
United 
States.” 
And 
of 
Russia, 
he 
once 
commented, “They speak the 
truth only among themselves. 
When 
they 
speak 
to 
the 


capitalists, it is like the Turks 
speaking to the infidels.”

Nation Could Face Serious 
Water Shortage, Report Says

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
nation’s top water official says 
there is no imminent national 
w ater crisis, but 
a 
leading 
private group asks him how 
soon is imminent. 
Jack 
0. 
Horton, 
assistant 
interior secretary for land and 
w ater resources, told the Water 
Resources Congress Monday, “ I 
do not believe that a national 
(w ater) crisis is im m inent.” 
But 
John 
W. 
Simmons, 
chairm an of the congress and 
an officer of the Sabine River 
Authority of Texas, responded, 
“ We can ’t afford to take the 
chance of being the victim of 
lethargy.” 
Simmons said he had attend­ 
ed the President’s conference 
on energy last year in which he 
said “experts” regularly talked 
about ways to make the nation 
independent of the oil producing 
cartel, “but nobody mentioned 
that it takes huge quantities of 
w ater to produce nuclear power 
or to get oil out of shale.” 
The Water Resources Con­ 
gress has been saying for some 


time that a 
national 
water 
crisis is just around the corner. 
But 
Horton 
said 
only 
that 
“serious w ater shortages could 
take place in certain specific 
regions of the country in the 
near 
future.” 
Horton 
cited 
cloud seeding and desalinization 
as ways 
around 
the 
w ater 
crisis. 
Mark Cham bers, president of 
the W ater Resources Congress, 
pieeting this week in Washing­ 
ton, said, “The way he says it, 
it’s really a sem antic question; 
the potential is there but the 
technology should head it off. 
But he never mentioned any­ 
thing about tim e.” 
Chambers, of 
Indianapolis, 
Ind., complained that Horton 
failed to note that major water 
projects like dams and reser­ 
voirs 
take 
17 
years 
from 
conception to completion. 
“ T here isn ’t enough w ater 
where 
it 
ought 
to 
be 
to 
implement 
the 
projects 
the 
President laid out for energy 
independence —not to mention 
other needs,” Chambers said. 
And he charged that if the 
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Environm ental 
Protection 
Agency “keeps up its nitpicking 
regulations, the time will be 
extended to 25 years.” 
Simmons, of Orange, Tex., 
also 
opposed 
Horton’s 
new 
philosophy 
that 
the 
federal 
governm ent should retreat from 
the dam and w ater project 
business and leave more of that 
work 
to 
local 
and 
state 
governments. 
Simmons said, “ It’s one thing 
to have that approach in Texas 
with a growing economy and 
something else to have it in a 
state where the federal govern­ 
ment owns 75 per cent or 80 per 
cent of the land.” He said such 
states 
could 
not 
afford 
to 
undertake m ajor projects. 
He said he believed in states 


doing the work when they could 
and noted that his Sabine W ater 
Authority had already under­ 
taken 
two 
w ater 
projects 
without any federal aid. 
In a speech to the group, 
Horton 
said 
Congress 
had 
authorized —but not yet appro­ 
priated —$20 billion worth of 
water projects. He said this 
“probably exceeds the ability 
or willingness of the nation to 
finance them ,” and suggested 
the long list of projects be 
pruned. 
Horton 
said, 
“A 
powerful 
influence on federal participa­ 
tion 
in 
w ater 
development 
projects in the future may be 
that of the willingness of the 
beneficiaries to pay a substan­ 
tial part of the cost.”

good start by recognizing the 
danger signals. First, have a 
family conference. Everyone

to understand 
should be told that the fam ily 
has a financial crisis. T h ey’re 
a part o f the action and they 
need to be told the truth. 
Your 
family should, 
o f 
course, immediately stop any 
new 
credit use. You ca n ’t 
borrow yourself out of a cri­ 
sis. 
N ext, 
develop 
a 
bare 
bones budget. This will per­ 
mit you to meet basic n eces­ 
sary expenses and to begin 
paying o ff those credit obliga­ 
tions. 
Finally, contact the credit­ 
ors. Tell them your problem 
and that you are facing up to 
it. Advise them what you are 
able to do with respect to the 
debts 
you 
owe, but d o n ’t 
promise anything you ca n ’t 
deliver. 
If you are serious, 
they will likely accept a part 
payment while you are g et­ 
ting organized. If your debts 
are not too substantial, and 
your credit is good, they m ay 
offer 
you 
a 
consolidation 
loan to lower your m onthly 
p a y m e n ts. 
Remember, 
be 
honest with yourself and w ith 
your creditors — and develop 
a plan for recovery.

Isn’t Easy, Author Says

So I’m compulsive. The fruits 
of my labor will be published 
June 20 as “ The Pleasures of 
Preserving 
an d 
Pickling” 
(Knopf). 
At the height of production, 
cases of filled and empty jars 
were 
stacked 
in 
the 
linen 
closet, beneath the teacart and 
chairs in the dining ell and 
even in one 
corner of the 
bedroom, whose northeastern 
exposure m akes it the coolest 
spot in the apartment. 
Hostesses at dinner parties 
began greeting my arrival with, 
“What have you brought this 
time?” 
A 
few 
who had 
volunteered 
as 
taste testers 
eventually begged off on the 
grounds they were getting fat, 
and would I please bestow my 
largesse of peach melba preser­ 
ves, 
lime 
m arm alade 
and 
frozen sliced dill pickles on lean 
and hungry souls. 
Don’t let anyone tell you 
writing a cookbook is easy. It 
doesn’t m atter how well you 
cook or how- m any years you’ve 
dazzled family and friends with 
your culinary accomplishments. 
What 
is 
fun 
done at 
your 
leisure becomes 
hard 
labor 
when you must devote all your 
spare time to the project to 
meet a deadline. 
After years of cooking by 
taste and appearance, you now 
must 
discipline 
yourself 
to 
measure precisely, to record 
each measurement and each 
step in the cooking process. 
In the produce department, 
you examine fruits and vegeta­ 
bles for hidden flaws as if you 
were buying diamonds instead 
of 
prosaic 
cucumbers, 
bell 
peppers, tomatoes or apples. 
You watch, appalled, as the 
price of sugar starts to climb 
from 59 cents for a five-pound 
bag to $2 or mo,e. 
FSach jewel-colored jar 
of 
jelly becomes a reminder of a 
summer weekend spent work 
ing in the city instead of lolling 
on the beach. 
You swat 
fruit 
flies, and 
debate whether or not to call an 
exterminator. 
F'alling 
asleep, 
you 
count 
jelly glasses instead of sheep, 
until finally the recipes are 
done, 
the 
manuscript 
com­ 
pleted, typed neatly and deliv­ 
ered to the publisher. 
It is not yet time to relax. 
You must check the copy- 
edited manuscript. 
A little later, you read the 
galleys. The thrill of seeing 
your words in print is tempered 
somewhat by unreadable frac­ 
tions in the ingredient lists. 
Lacking the type face called 
for, the printer had made up 
his own in a size barely visible 
to the human eye. 
Two more hurdles: you must 
read the page proofs with extra 
care because the printer had to 
reset all ingredient lists in the 
correct type size.
